Jurors Had Mode up Minds as 


to Defendant’s Sanity Be­ 


fore First Ballot

After having deliberated all day 
the jury in the Fred Bates trial 
for robbery with firearm s return­ 
ed a verdict at ft o'clock Thursday 
night finding him guiltv and as­ 
sessing the 
penalty at eighteen 
years in the penitentiary. 
There 
was a great deal of interest m ani­ 
fested on the stre« ts during th** 
day as to the result of the trial and 
there were a number of rumors. 
It was reported at different tltnes 
that the jury bad come in to ask 
the court for further instructions, 
that the jury had given him nihetv- 
nlne years, and other reports, all 
of which Were 
without 
founda­ 
tion. 
As a m atter of fact the Jury did 
not come into the court room a , 
single tjme to a.sk for further in­ 
struction or for explanation of any 
of the charges. 
Nothing whatever 
was hoard from the jury all day 
long. 
It was reported, however, a few 
minutes before the verdict was re­ 
turned that Alvin Merritt of Em- 
berson, one of the jurors,- had de­ 
veloped a case of mumps and that 
his jaw was swollen and he had 
fev#r. 
One of the jurors when 
asked after th«1 verdict was return­ 
ed and they had left the court 
house h<uv many ballots were ta k ­ 
en said he didn't remember, but 
that they “took quite a few.'' All 
of the jurors on the first ballot de­ 
cided that the defendant was sane. 
It was quite a coincidence that 
in the expt rt testinmnv a former 
precej^or and his pupil were wit­ 
nesses on the opposite sith'.
